Now Is The Thne - Plant Native 
Grasses Says Censervtionist

Work I’nit Conservationist. 
Now IS the time to start mak- 
iiis preparations for native grass 
plantings tor next year seedings. 
The most .successful plantings 
that were made in the Coman­ 
che Woik Unit area of the Up­ 
per L*'on Soil Conservation Dist­ 
rict were made with nurse crops. 
First, the land was prepared in 
the early fall and seeded to oats. 
The oat seeding was held to one 
bushel seeding rate per acre. The 
planting time for the oats was 
in October. 
Tire native grass was then 
planUHl iir the oats during the 
followiirg 
February 
or 
March 
with a double disc grass drill 
with depth control bands. The 
oats were grazed until ttie grass 
seedlings were up. 
The oats protect the soil from 
shifting from erosion that covers 
some of the seed too deep and 
uncovering others. 
The nurse crop shades a high 
percent of the ground and keeps 
the ground surface damp long­ 
er after rains than land without 
cover. Therefore a better gennl- 
ruitlon on the native grass is the 
result. 
About the time of the year 
that moisture becomes critical 
Uie oats have finished, leaving 
the grass to occupy the land 
during 
the 
hot 
dry 
summer 
months. 
There is less competition from 
weeds following the oat stubble 
than on grass plots seeded on 
clean seedbeds. 
Assistance in re-vegetatlng is 
available through the local Soil 
Conservation District.

Poslive Rabies 
Declared (ausa

Death of a beef cow on the 
Roy Tupin stock farm in the 
north 
Mercer Gap community 
has been attributed to rabies, ac­ 
cording to laboratory test reports 
from the D epartm ent of Public 
Health at Austin. 
Tupin reports th a t he received 
a telegram last week-end from 
the Health Departm ent, confirm­ 
ing cause of the anim al’s death 
as positive rabies. The ranchm an 
said he noticed the cow’s chang­ 
ed disposition several days be­ 
fore her death about three week.s 
ago. and called Federal and State 
veterinarians to make an exam­ 
ination of the animal. The cow* 
was isolated and on her death, 
veterinarians dis.sected the ani­ 
m al’s head and sent it to Austin 
for laboratory analysis. The ani­ 
m al’s carcas.s was destroyed by 
fire. 
Tupin said his cow was' the 
second rabid anim al reported in 
his general vicinity. He reports 
a s.kunk made an attack on a 
female dog and her pmppies at 
a neighbor’s home several days 
before his cow became sick. 
The Mercer Gap ranchm an re­ 
ported 
to The Chief 
that he 
feels an obligation to his neigh­ 
bors and others In the territory, 
th at they be warned to be aware 
of possible rabies. Tupin said his 
inform ation is th at the normal 
period of time has -about elaps­ 
ed since the death of his cow, 
for possible other cases to show 
up.
